In some instances, no useful purpose would be served by 
having the applicant present. The hearing is not adversarial in nature 
and neither the committee nor you, if you attend, will be represented 
by legal counsel. If you wish, in the event you attend, you may be 
accompanied by no more than two other individuals it their testimony 
might assist the committee in discovering the truth and arriving at a 
correct decision. 

4. The committee will review the facts as presented, and may interview 
any persons whose testimony might assist them in arriving at a correct 
decision. 

5. You will receive a letter setting forth the decision of the committee. 

6. If you are dissatisfied with the decision of a regional review, you may 
request a further review by the National Council.

The second situation has just come to light in the newspapers. Charges have been brought 
against a long tenured Scoutmaster alleging criminal sexual conduct and serving alcohol to 
minors. The Scoutmaster in question has been Scoutmaster for Troop 668 since 1972. This troop 
is chartered by the Christian Faith Baptist Church in Detroit This situation was brought to my 
personal attention when a mother and her son came to see me on Tuesday afternoon, February 
12. The boy told me about two occasions with the accused on January 28 and February 6 of this 
year. The mother said that the information they were sharing with me had been given to the 
Detroit Police Department the prior day, 

I had scheduled an appointment with the accused on Friday morning, February 15, for the 
purpose of informing him that he was being denied registration with the Boy Scouts of America. 
That appointment was canceled at the request of the Detroit Police Department with whom we 
have been cooperating in their investigation. The youth who came to me was a Scout in 1988 but 
has not been registered since February 1989. As part of our cooperation with the Detroit Police 
Department, we provided them with past rosters of the membership of that particular Scout 
troop. Their investigation to date has resulted in the identification of a second youth who is a 
current member of the Scout troop. It is our understanding that the police have questioned all 
youth on the current roster and none of the other 26 youth have indicated any sexual 
involvement with the Scoutmaster. It is also our understanding that all of the charges resulted 
from events which took place at the Scoutmasters home and not at any Scouting meeting or 
activity. 

Enclosed are copies of the newspaper articles that have appeared to date on this situation. As of 
this date, we have not been contacted by any media other than the Detroit News. The accused has 
been involved in Scouting in this council since the mid-1950's. He has been a Scoutmaster since 
1959 and has served as a National Jamboree leader on several occasions and as. a Philmont Troop 
leader. He was presented the Silver Beaver in 1970. The council has now denied the accused the 
right to register with the Boy Scouts of America and his registration fee has been refunded. The 
National Council has also been advised. We are now working closely with the pastor and with 
the troop committee from Troop 668 in helping them with the process for the selection of a new 
leader and the scheduling of a parent's meeting for the parents and Scouts currently involved in 
the troop. 

The Scout Executive serves as the official council spokesman for both of these situations. As a 
side note, you should know that these are the first two accusations of this type since my arrival 
here in December 1987. During that time we have had sLlmsL 30,000 different adults actively 
registered in Scouting leadership roles in the council.
